LL roads, every river, and every sea 
lead to London, which has mys-

to administer massage, moral and spiritual; to

I take It, indeed, that all ritnals and 
ceremonies are adjusted and arranged with 
these wholesome objects, but this Ib a gathering 
which would have tried the missionary gifts of 
Christ Himself; and until the Salvationists rose 
up and became, a (power in £be land no one 
thought the task possible or even worth wb/le; 
1l is well to bear this in mind^.when you hear 
them jibe and Jest at the men and methods of 
The Army. 

Alas! no Army, no' ritual can help too many 
who are seated on these benches ' this January 
morning. As the musician plays his prelude I 
hear a deep sob at my side, and turning rountf, 
see a respectable old man, clean, with honest 
eyes iaad front, {who has done h'B utmost to 
make his toilet in the street It is tbe old 
watchmaker. His lips quiver, his eyes are filled 
with tears, wh'ch he bides with trembling tin- 
ners, and drops b/s bead, white as driven snow, 
on his bosom.

People of This city May Rest A«- 
. .sured Their 'Donations Are

(London, Ont, Advertiser.) . 

Two hundred baskets of provisions 
were presented to the poor of the 
city at 1 o'clock to-day by the Sal- 
vation Army as a result of tbe offer- 
ings received in the "pots" on the 
street corners and private donations. ' 
Every year at Christmas time the 
Salvation Army all over the world 
provide dinners for the deserving 
poor, and in London for the past 
two or three weeks preparations have 
heen going on whereby many hearts 
in this city will be gladdened with 
the prospects of a brghter Christ- 
mas. 

An Advertiser reporter had the 
privilege Friday of visiting tbe base- 
ment of the lo?al Salvation Army ' 
Citadel, where the baskets were be- 
ing filled. The scene presented was 
a busy one. Baskets were lined up In 
row after row around the wbole 
room, while Leut.-Col. and Mrs. A. 
A. Chandler assisted by a. halt a 
dozen helpers, were busy in measur- 
ing out the different kinds of provis- 
ions. Each basket Is filled with a 
like portion. The bottom of the bas- 
ket ra covered with potatoes. This Is 
followed by a turnip, a quarter of a 
pound of tea, a half a pound of su- 
gar, a quarter of a pound of butter, 
a loar of bread, a plum puding, a ' 
roast of beef, several oranges, and 
a bag of candles. The size of the 
family to which the basket is given. ' 

Searching for Poor. 

For the past week or so Mrs. 
Chandler and several of tbe relieE 
workers lmvc been go ng around tho . 
city investlgat'ng the cases of many 
of tbe poor people so tbat only the 
deserving poor will be presented 
with tbe baskets. They have come 
across many unfortunate cases. A' 
few days ago a little pale-looking and 
delicate boy presented hmself at 
the Army Citadel to have "his parents* 
name put on the l'st of tbose receiv- 
ing baskets. His case was Investi- 
gated and It was found that his par- 
ents -were both seriously ill in bed, 
and bis little s'ster was doing her 
best to keep the house in order, 
while the boy was out working to 
support the family. 

Col. Chandler explained to The Ad. 
vertlser that the supplying or Christ- 
mas dinners to the poor was only one 
part of the relief work of tbe Army. 

A Nohle Work.

■ we see you safe and sound?" 

"Yes, although j have been away 

for twenty-two days, every one of 

which has been filled up with bard 

work, either travelling, speaking, or 

transacting difficult hus'ness In. some 

form or other. 1 think I can say that 

1 am as well and as vigorous as I 

was the day I left London. 
"As to the character of the work I 

have been engaged ~iu, take as an 

example the last two days of the 
• Campaign. : On the Sunday 1 spake 
-three times in a large hall, to reach 

which I had to ascend a flight of 

sixty stairs. ■ In -th? sifusracca I talk- 
ed for two boors, and in the aora'n; 

and evening over an hour each time,

thousand "toughs'* known as the 
"skeleton army* drove- the Corps 
bodily back into Its hall for eight 
nights In succession, and. finally de- 
molished everything breakable in the 
new hall which had seating accom- 
modation for 2,500 people. On that 
occasion the services of the police 
and military were requis tioned, and 
the Salvationists had to steal from 
. the hall one by one in disguise in 
order to save their lives. 

Some months later the family ar- 
rived 'n Winnipeg, and at once com- 
menced holding open-air meetings, 
subsequently renting a hall at - the 
comer ot Main and Market streets. 
They were supported hy many Chris- 
tian people in the city. Including 
George Waterson, Thomas Byan, and 
Bro. HcBain. In the month of Sep- 
tember, the son, Frank, wrote a let- 
ter for hi" s mother to General Booth, 
asking for Officers, and was referred 
to Commissioner Coombs, of Toronto, 
and the result was that the first 
party ot Officers arrived in -Winni- 
peg on December 13, 1885. Mr. and 
Mrs. Vinall nre now working for The 
Army in Tacona.

This fact 
renders It difficult to protect -with 
any degree of efHcfency in these 
days of nltro-glycerlne bombs and dy- 
namite outrages. In the event of the 
mob again getting ont of-hand, the 
defence of the Schioas would require 
a very large body of troops — which 
goes far to explain the exceptional 
size of the Berlin garrison.

but by the Prussian Government, 
and not for the sovereign's personal 
convenience, but for purely political 
purposes. The Province of Posen is 
on Prussia's eastern border-line, 
which would he the scene of the most, 
important military operations in the 
event of war between Germany and 
Russia. 
•It is for this reason that a magni- 
ficent palace has been built at Posen, 
on a site dominating the city, and 
that one of the married princes of 
the reigning house Is to maintain 
there a full-fledged court Such means 
have been effective' in popularizing 
the monarchy in other cities and pro- 
vinces. The presence of a royal 
•court promotes local prosperity by 
attracting other princes and prin- 
cesses of the blood, nobles, rich fam- 
ilies who 'are ambitious to join the 
aristocracy, and foreign visitors. On 
more than one occasion a petty Ger- 
man sovereign bas brought the popu- 
lation of his capita! to terms by 
threatening to remove his court else- 
where. 

The number of the Kaiser's palaces 
Id largely due to tbe fact that the 
Prussian monarchy 'has abBorbed 
many minor German states, including 
the Kingdom of Hanover, tbe Ducby 
of Nassau, and the Electorate of 
Hesse-Cassel. . All the palaces and 
castles of the rulers of these states 
thus passed Into the possession of the 
reigning house of Prussia, as It was 
considered Injudicious either to de- 
stroy, or to sell them, for fear of Im- 
pairing tbe popularity of Hohenzol- 
lern rule. Thus It' is that the em-"-; 
peror Is burdened with the possess'ron - 
of more than threescore residences, 
isome of which, he^has. never, even. . 
seen, .and many of which axe totally . 
Ubsuited tor royal"'-' habitation. •Al- - 
though' their 'maintenance ^entails a 
heavy- drain upon, his exchequer ^thejr. 
cannot, for political reasons, be either 
gold or leased. 



Brandenburg made more or less ex- 
tensive additions to tbe palace, and 
Id 169S Freder ck I., the first King 
of Prnss'a. determined to replace the 
Irregular pile that he had inherited 
with a structure of massive and ma- 
jestic proportions. .The work was be- 
gun by tbe Architect Scbluter, but 
the gigantic scheme has never been 
carried out lu'its entirety, and the 
part of the building facing the river 
still retains its original form. Fred- 
erick the Great died in one of Us six 
hundred rooms, expiring, according to 
tradition, immediately after seeing 
the legendary White Lady, by whom 
this palace of a thousand windows is 
said to be haunted. The specter is 
Identified as that of the Countess 
Agnes Orlamunde, who murdered her 
husband and her two children in 
order to wed one of the early Elec- 
tors of Brandenburg; and the story 
is that it always appears on the eve

Formerly the Neues Palais was 
very damp, hav'ng been built on a 
site that was nothing else than a bog. 
Forgetting this, the late Emperor 
Frederick thought that the. dampness 
of the palace, and the malarial symp- 
toms from which be suffered, were 
dub to the wide and deep moats by 
which the building was surrounded; 
and he had them filled in. He failed 
to realize that they served to dra'n 
the ground about the palace, and 
were absolutely necessary to its pro- 
per sanitation. The result was that 
water got Into the basement, and the 
Neues Palais became so unhealthy 
that it has always been a question in 
my mind whether this condition or 
affairs was not largely responsible 
for the. malady to wh'ch Frederick 
eventually succumbed. . 

Ultimately, after the present Kaiser 
had almost lost two. of his boys by 
diphtheria In the Neues Palais, he 
caused it to be subjected to a most" 
Searching investigation hy sanitary 
engineers. On the strength of their 
reports, he improved It. at an enorm- 
ous cost, with ail entirely new foun- 
dation and basement of cement, while 
the moatt wertf reopened, and a new 
drainage system was installed.

Tbe price paid was 
about . a hundred - thousand dollars, ■ 
with the somewhat unusual provision - 
of an annuity of four thousand dollars 
to the vendor for the remainder of ;

Cadinen, wh'ch is in East Prussia, ■ 
near the shores of the Baltic, is not ■ 
in any sense of the word a royal or > 
imperial palace, but the typical coun- 
try-seat of a member of the petty ter- .'' 
titorial nobility. When they reside .'} 
there, the Kaiser and his family lay 
aade all state, dispense with cere-. 
monlal, and i:ve : a life wholly free " 
from the tyranny of court etiQiieUe. 
The chateau — or manor-house, as it|| 
should be called— Is very simply IftndSl 
yet comfortably furnished, according ' 
fir English rather' than German style: 
and its master Aha mistress are on-
